Russia Atte m pting to Esta blish a Per* 
m anent Foothold. 
Washington, March 5.—Russia’s fo­ 
re wed attempt to establish a perma­ 
nent foothold in Northern Manchuria 
by making Vladivostok the port of en­ 
try, thereby offseting the loss of Dalny 
and Port Arthur, is described in an of­ 
ficial report, part of which was made 
public at the state department during 
the day. 
The report recently reached 
Washington from one of the depart­ 
ment’s agents in China. 
It expresses 
the bel ltd' that this will redound to the 
development of American trade and 
will result in a curtailment of the im­ 
portance of Shanghai as a distributing 
point. 
The extract given out says: 
•‘Since the conclusion of peace be­ 
tween Russia and 
.Japan there has 
been much speculation in the foreign 
community of Shanghai as to the fu­ 
ture opportunity for trade and develop­ 
ment in Manchuria and therefore the 
negotiations between Japan and China 
and the diplomatic moves of Russia 
at Peking have been watched with the 
closest attention. 
“As soon as the way to Vladivostok 
was 
open there 
ensued 
a rush 
of 
steamers 
from Shanghai, 
Tsingtao, 
Chefoo, Tientsin, Nagasaki, Kobe and 
Yokohama and as a consequence the 
immediate demand for merchandise 
was soon satisfied. 
Then 
came the 
riots both at Vladivostok and Harbin, 
followed by the ice closing of the port 
of entry. 
These discouraging factors 
drove many of the traders away and 
left a market which, while supplied 
with luxuries, is still demanding sta­ 
ples for the natives 
and is offering 
great chance for development. 
Such 
is practically the situation today anti 
a period three months from this date 
will see Northern 
Manchuria eager 
for that which is now believed to be 
th.e beginning of a new era, which will 
last a few years at the least. 
“No one knows what Japan intends 
to do in Southern Manchuria eithei in 
the way of trade 
or developing her 
portion of the Chinese Eastern rail­ 
way and the new line 
that is to be 
built there to connect with Korea." 


Helsingfors, Finland, March 5.—Tt

ed in Shops, Sent to Fergus 


Fails Asylum 


OPERATED ON SOME TIME AGO 


But an Injury which He Sustained 


To 
His Skull Resulted in 


Insanity 


Judge J. T. Sanborn, of tho probate 
court, disposed of a case on Saturday 
afternoon which was truly a sad one. 
Chas. Tervo, a former well known em­ 
ployee at tho Northern Pacific shops, 
was examined as to his sanity, Prs. J. 
A. Thebes and O. T. Batcholler being 
called in, and he was ordered committed 
to the Fergus Falls institution by the 
court. 
Several years ago Tervo was injur­ 
ed at the Northern Pacific shops on the 
skull and since th at time his friends and 
most intim ate relatives have noticed 
th at mentally he was not the same. In ­ 
stead of reviving and regaining his lost 
mental capacity, he grew worse until 
finally it was thought best to send him 
to a private sanitarium at Hudson, 
Wis., for treatment. 
This was done and 
although everything within the scope 
of science and medical attention was 
done the young man did not improve. 
He was finally brought to the Northern 
Pacific hospital in this city and a slight 
operation was performed on his skull, 
but even this dill not relieve his mind, 
and he grew worse and worse. 
Added to the fact that ho was injur 
od on tho skull to such an extent that 
mind was affected he had other hallu­ 
cinations which brought about no good. 
A young man of Finnish extraction, 
a n d a close friend of Torvo’s died a short 
tim e ago, and Tervo got it into his bead 
th at this man was foully dealt with and 
wanted the authorities to investigate. 
This preyed on his mind to such an ex­ 
tent th a t he could not converse with 
anyone without referring to his friends 
and his untimely death. The authori­ 
ties did make some inquiry but found 
no foundation for such a belief. 
Tervo has a wife and three children 
and they have the sympathy of a large 
num ber of friends in 
the city for the 
circumstance is even worse than death, 
as there is but slight hope that Tervo 
will ever recover. 
He was taken to Fergus Falls S atu r­ 
day night by Sheriff (J. P. Erickson, 
who returned to Brainerd this morning.

as they now collect cigar bands and 
stamps, declared Mrs. Miller. 
“The first tiling the clubw om an of 
Chicago and Illinois should do,” de­ 
clared Mrs. Miller, “is to dem and pure 
food for lier family, for her children. 
T h e r e is nothing of greater im portance 
to the hom e th an pure food. 
A de­ 
m and should be m ade by the clubw o­ 
men fo r a general education, a general 
knowledge of pure food and the ex ist­ 
ing pure food laws. 
The housew ives 
and even the children should learn to 
discrim inate between the labels. They 
should lie I lstrueted to know the dif­ 
ference betw een an honest and a dis­ 
honest label. 
“They can get tills Inform ation by 
m aking a careful study of the labels. 
Let the children m ake collections of 
labels, an d it will not be long before 
they will know a good label from a dis­ 
honest label. 
Some of you m ay not 
know w h at I m ean by a dishonest label. 
I m ean a label which carries a w rong 
impression to the buyer, a label which 
deceives. 
“ For example, there is a b ra n d of 
salad oil oil the m arket which is not 
good. 
(bi the label iii large letters is 
printed ‘Olive Oil,’ and above these 
large letters are printed iii sm all type 
the w ords ‘As Good as Any.’ 
These 
w ords are printed Iii a fancy scroll 
and are not seen by the average buyer. 
“In nearly every article p u t on the 
m arket there is a great difference Iii the 
m atter of grades. 
To all o u tw a rd a p ­ 
p e a r a n c e s the labels are Identical, but 
the dealers know that one grade Is 
num bered I, another 2 and a third 3. 
The average buyer does not know 
about these numerals. 
They often buy 
a third grade article when they m ean 
to inly a first grade article. 
“Tile dealer knows these m ark s; we 
do not. 
Salmon, as an example, Is put 
on tile m arket in three grades. 
The 
first grade represents the first catch 
and is good, the best obtainable. 
The 
second grade is the second lot packed 
and is a little worse. 
The third grade 
usually is the salmon which the In­ 
dians bring in. half decayed, w retched 
stuff. 
All these grades are p u t lip and 
labeled Just the same except for the 
little numeral. Now, you w om en would 
not be satisfied lf your dry goods deal­ 
er sold you cotton when you asked for 
silk. 
Most of you know the difference 
and would refuse to be deceived. 
You 
should be even more particular In buy­ 
ing your foods. 
“The clubwomen of Chicago, of your 
state, the clubwomen of the whole 
country, m ust work tirelessly for hon­ 
est labels. 
In many states there are 
splendid pure food laws, but they are 
not enforced. 
They will not be e n ­ 
fo r c e d until tile women rise up and 
dem and their enforcement. 
W e m ust 
take the m atter Into our ow n hands. 
It is our right, preem inently w om an’s 
right, to set* to it that the foods she 
serves iii her home are pure a n d un­ 
adulterated.” 
The subject of pure food w as intro­ 
duced at the meeting by Mrs. George
